Sunday night which completely de- 
stroyed one important building as well 
asa number of tuialler ones that «ur- 
rouuded It. Tbe damage is ollmated 
to be lo Ibe neighborhood of *100,000, 
uotaloueon tbe buildings but on the 
vamable couteult which could not be 
saved.

It was a little after 8 SO Sunday even- 


Ing when the marine ou guard duty 
uear Ibe old gymnasium building saw 
a fire in tbe small buildiug used as a 
machine abop. He alarmed Ibe guard 
aud tbe fire call waa given, summon- 
ing all Ibe officers aud men to the' 
scene. 
A bucket brigade was Imme- 


diately formed and the whole force at 
the station fought tbe fire to the best of 
their ability. Finding that they were 
unable to cope successfully with the 
fames, a message was sent for Ibe city 
tire department, aud an alarm was 
rung iu from box 163 on Third street, 
three steamers and plenty of hose be- 
ing sent to the station. 


When the city department arrived 


on tbe scene It was found that the fire 
had communicated with the old gym- 
nasium building and 
was 
burning 


there fiercely while a number of the 
Buialler buildings were also a macs of 
flames. 
The firemen weut to work 


with a will but knew that the effort to 
•ubdue the tlaiu.es in tbe large build- 
lug would' be hopeless, so they princi- 
pally conUuel their attention to saving 
tbe surrounding properly. It looked 
for a time as if the quartermaster's 
buildiug south of the gymnasium 
building would suraly go but by Ihe 
hardest kind of work it was saved, al-

ger. 


During the time that tbe fire raged 


the en lire force at tbe station was en- 
gaeed in fighting it, using buckets to 
quell the flames and carrying out what 
property they could lu spite of danger.

umbrellas for their protection aud in 
the meantime chanting psalms. 


Under a shower of broken chairs the 


officers broke down the railings, while 
the crowd rained heavy blows upon 
them. Theii the firemen burst iu-the 
doors and the police and municipal 
guards entered the building where the 
congregation bud. erected barricades 
which had to be taken by assault, 
while men and women fainted. Then 
the commissioners proceeded to take 
the Inventory, the Catholics outside 
singing canticles. 


The energetic measures taken by the 


police had the effect 'of almost com- 
pletely clearing the church, except at 
the altar, where ii few of the congrega- 
tion and some young priests stood de- 
fiantly brandishing sticks. These were 
.allowed to remain. 


The cjectiou of (he remainder of the 


crowd resulted In the Injuring of ninny 
persons on botth sides, including 50 po- 
licemen and guards and tt still higher 
number .of the militant Catholics. Oue 
hundred and fifty members of tbecon- 
i'fegation were arrested. 


During tlie struggle some of 
the 


guards had their ritles suntelied from 
them and they fought wllli their hands 
against the people, some 
of whom 


were armed with swordslicks. One of 
the barricades erected iu the church 
was 30 feet high. 


After the people had been driven out 


Prefect Lepine. iu order to prevent fur- 
ther interruption 
of 
the inventory, 


placed a triple rank of guards armed 
•with rilies around the choir. The com- 
missioner was thus enabled to pro- 
ceed with his work, which he has about 
completed. 


All the windows in the church were 


brokeu and 
every 
chair 
smashed. 


Among the wreckage scattered over the 
floor were numerous umbrellas and 
Lats.

ate manager of athletics at Harvard, 
made for the year from September, 
,1904, to September,. 1005, by Eogcr 
Ernst, shows that In the year Har- 
vard's athletic features took In $111,- 
GSO.So and spent $83,808.84, leaving a 
credit balance of $27,872.01. The re- 
ceipts for the preceding year were 
$112,202.30 and the expenditures |7fl,- 
204.88, giving a balance of |33,057.51. 


This makes the decrease in the credit 


balance over the preceding year |5,- 
180.50. Ip almost all the sports there 
was a falling off m the receipts and an 
Increase In tlie expenses. 


As In other years, football was the 


chief source of revenue. This sport 
took In |G8,657.10 and spent $17,424.78, 
leaving a balance of $51,232.32, or 
•bout $0,000 less than the preceding 
year. There was an Increase of about 
$2,000 In the expense's and a falling off 
of about ?4,000 In tlie receipts. 


Baseball was second In receipts and 


Was the only other sport to show a 
credit balance of any considerable 
amount. This game took In $16,952.50, 
a gain of about $300 over the preced- 
ing year, and spent $ll,nf>l.30, about 
$1,100 less than the year before, aud 
showed a ha lance of 9S.3S8.20, nn in- 
crease of about ,?1.400.

In all Ihe territory 
niniprised within tlie limits uf the 
United Status there was not u printing 
ollice or a newspaper or a pn.stoliice 
One of tbe earliest laws of 'the colon} 
required, under a penalty, tliat nietruc 
tion sliould be Kiven iu the use of the 
bow and arrow as weapons of offence 
aud defence, aud the beuelit of clergy 
was claimed aud allowed iu our courts 
for more than a hundred years theft 
after. Nearly a hnndred years were to 
elapse'belote the birlli of Qeorge Wash- 
iugtou, aud more tbau a huudred years 
were to paw before Benjamin franklin 
was to "wrest tbe llghtiilug 
from 


beaveu aud the sceptre from tyrants.' 


Hut it is uot solely nor chiefly be- 


cause of the comparative autlquty o 
its fouudlug that au historical exhibi- 
tion should be made of the develop- 
ment of Rhode Island. Her bistory Is 
unique iu several'particulars. Tbe al> 
solute separatiou of church aud State 
was here for the first time lu bistory 
ruadeithe fouuMatlou stone of a civil 
government. It Is first seeu lu tbe Civil 
Compact of 1637 (the original of which 
is still iu existence) lu these words: 
"We whose names are hereunder, de- 
sirous to iuhabitt in tlieTowue of Prov- 
ideuce, do promise tu subject ourselves 
in active aud passive obedience to all 
such orders or agreements us shall be 
made for publickgood of ye body iu au 
orderly way, by the major consent ol 
tbe present Inhabitants, maisters ol 
lutuilies incorporated together int» a 
towne fellowship, and others whome 
they shall admin unto them only iu 
civill things." 


Here also is illustrated iu concrete 


and organic form one of the earliest ex- 
amples of a government founded upou 
u voluntary social coutract. 


The same idea is seeu iu the Purliu- 


ineutary charter granted iu 1043: ''With 
full Power and Authority to rule them- 
selves and Such others as shall hereaf- 
ter inhabit within any Part of tbe said 
Tract of I^aud by such a form of Civil 
Government as by voluntary consent 
of all or the greater Part of them they 
shall find moat suitable tu their Kstale 
%id Condition; aud for that End to 
make aud ordain such Civil Laws aud 
Constitutions, aud to lufliut such puii- 
ishmentB upou Transgressors, and for 
the Execution thereof HO to place aud 
displace officers of Justice an they or 
the greater part of them shall by free 
couwut agree to." 


This charter limitation of the power 


of legislation to civil lu contradistinc- 
tion to religious concerns is exemplified 
m tbe Code of 1647, adopted when tbe 
provisions of this charier first became 
effective. Thus In one section It In pro- 
vided: "Forasmuch u the consciences 


• of sundry meu truly oouacleuable may 
scruple the giving or uklug of an oath, 
and It would b* unwise suitable to tbe 
nature and constitution of our place 
who profen ourselves to be men of dif- 
ferent couscieuoes aud uot one willing 
to force another, to debar such as can- 
not do so, either from bearing ollice 
among us or Jroin gtviug In testiuKjiiy 
in a case depending, be it enacted by 
the authority of ithis present Assembly 
that a solemn profession or testimony, 
in a court of record or before a judge of 
record, shall be accounted throughout 
the whole colouy of as full force as au 
oath." 


Aud the solemn conclusion of that 


code is iu these words: " These are the 
laws that couceru all men, aud these 
are the penalties for tbe transgression 
'hereof, which by common couseutare 
ratified and established throughout the 
whole colouy; aud otherwise than thus 
what is herein forbidden all meu may 
walk as their consciences persuade 
them, every one lu the name of bis 
*'ou. Aud let the Saints of the Most 
pigli walk lu this colony without mo- 
lestation, iu tbe name of Jehovah, their 
<J"ci, forever and^ver."

' "She was the first to recommend to 
Congress the establishment of a Conti- 
nental Navy. 
The recommendation 


was favorably received, aud measures 
were adopted to carry it iuto eflect; aud 
When the navy was constructed,- she 
gave to it its first commodore, or coui- 
uiauder-iu-cuief — Ejek 
Uopkms, of 


North Provideuce. Shi- furnished three 
captaius and seveu . lieutenants, they 
being more than three quarters of tbe 
commissioned officers for the four large 
ships, and probably the like proportion 
for the smaller craft. . Under this com- 
maud, the lirst Continental fleet^the 
germ of our present nuvy — consisting of 
eight sail, proceeded to New 
Provi- 


deuce, surprised that place, took the 
forts, made prisoners of the governor 
aud other distinguished persons, mid, 
seizing all the cauuou and military 
stores found (here, brought them safely 
into port as a handsome coutributiou 
to the services of the American army. 
On our alliance with France, this urma- 
ruituient gave place to the French navy.

carrying war over the ocean, she was 
not behind her sifters In currying it 
over the laud. She raised twc regi- 
ments at the commencement of the 
war — twelve hundred regular troops — 
she furnished her quota to the Conti- 
nental line throughout the war. lu 
addition to these, from the 16th of De- 
cember, 1776, to the 16th of March, 
1780, she kept three State regiments ou 
foot, e'ulisted for the State or Conti- 
nental service, as occasion might re- 
quire.
